HIS Table contains ſo much of the Cale 

dar, as 15 neceflary for the determining — 
Eaſley; to find which, look for the Golden 
Number of the Year in the Firſt Column of the 
Table, againſt which ſlands the Day of the paſ- 
chal Full Moon ; then look in the third Column 
for the Sunday Letter, next after the Day of 
the Full Moon, and the Day of the Month 
ſtanding againſt that Sunday-Letter, is Falter 
day. If the Full Moon happen upon a Snnday 
then (according to the firſt Rule) the next Suns 
Jap after is Ea/ter-day. 

To find the Golden Number, or Prime, add 
one to the Year of onr Lord, and then divide 
by nineteen; the Remainder, if any, is the 
Golden Number ; but if nothins remaineth, 
then nineteen 1s the Golden Number. 

To find the Dominical or Sunday -Letter, ac- 
cording to the Calendar, until the 'Year 
1799 incluſive, add to the Year of our 
Lord its Fourth part, omitting Fractions 
and alſo the number 1: Divide the Sum 
by 7 ; and if there is no Remainder, 
then A is the Sunday-Letter : But if 
any N umber remaineth, then the Letter 
ſtanding againſt that Number in the 
ſmall annexed Table, is the Sunday- 
Letter, 

For the next Century, that is, from the Year 

1800 till the Year 1889 N 0 99 add to the 
current Year only its Fourth Part, and then 
divide by 7, and proceed as in the laſt Rule. 
Note, That in all Biſſextile, or Leap-years, 
the Letter found, as above, will be the Sunday.

To know when the Moveable Feaſts and Holy-days Begin. 


ASTER-DAY (on which the reſt depend) is always the firſt Sun, 

day after the Full-Moon, which happens upon, or next after thy 

twenty-firſt day of March. And if the full-Moon happens upon a Sun. 
day, Eaſter-day 1s the Sunday after.

Ani he bearing his croſs, went 
forth into a place called the 
place of a ſkull, which 1s call- 
ed in the Hebrew, Golgotha:

And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the croſs; and the 
writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
LARETH, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews: for 
the place where Jeſu3 was cru- 
eiſied was nigh to the city: 
and it was written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. Then 
ſaid the chief prieſts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The 
King of the Jews; but that he 
laid, I am the King of the Jews. 
Pilate antwered, \\ nat 1 have 
written, I \1ve written. Then 
the ſoldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his gar- 
ments, (and made four parts, 
to every ſoldier a part) and 
alſo his coat: now the coat 
was without ſeam, woven from 
the top throughout. They 
ſaid therefore among them- 
ſelves, Let us not rnd it, but 
caſt lots for it, whole it ſhall 
be: that the Seripture- might 
be fulfilled, which ſaith, They 
parted my raiment among them, 
and for my veſture they did 
cait lots.
